Annoyed Customers

Restaurant men, some 23 of 
them, gathered Monday night for 
a meeting of the Victoria Branch 
of the Canadian Restaurant Asso- 


ciation, and during a question and in 


answer period, following an ad 
dress on rationing by A. B. Food 
local foods ration officer with the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board, 
the restauratéirs Oiitlined a few 
of their difficulties.
